4. The employer shall display on the Notice Board of the 
establishment, a copy of the rules of the Group Insurance 
Scheme as approved by the Central Government /Central Pro¬ 
vident Fund Commissioner ns and when amended, alongwilh 
translation of the salient features thereof in the language of 
the majority of the employees. 

5. Whereas an employee, who is already a member of the
